For the month of August, preliminary labor force estimates ranked Economic
Growth Region 5 counties as follows: Boone 90th, Hamilton 92nd, Hancock
82nd, Hendricks 91st, Johnson 85th, Madison 20th, Marion 38th, Morgan 76th
and Shelby 83rd. Hamilton County had the lowest county rate in the state at
3.1%. Fayette County recorded the highest rate at 7.9%.

REGIONAL AND STATE UNEMPLOYMENT
(SEASONALLY ADJUSTED)

The South and West registered the lowest unemployment rates among the four regions in August, 4.5
and 4.6 percent, respectively. The Midwest continued to report the highest jobless rate, 5.1 percent,
followed by the Northeast, 4.8 percent. No region recorded a statistically significant unemployment
rate change from July.

Hawaii posted the lowest state unemployment rate in August, 2.8 percent. Eight other states had
rates below 3.5 percent. Michigan and Mississippi recorded the highest unemployment rates, 7.1
percent each. Twenty states registered unemployment rates that were significantly below the U.S.
rate in August. Ten states and the District of Columbia recorded measurably higher rates, and 20
states had rates that were little different statistically from that of the nation.
